10. Epilogue 



Architecture in Old Damascus is the best and most truthful three 
dimensional structure which reflected the actual life of the people who 
lived in those ages, depicting all their social, cultural and economic 
influencing factors which were treated with extreme realism. The 
architecture of those noble ancestors really met their needs and climatic 
requirements. It gave a real image of their statuesque age and actual 
life in all respects. 

Hence, the Damascene house which evolved at a certain stage of 
Damascus history with all its economic and political parameters, was a 
unique embodiment of such factors. Therefore, it is worthwhile to 
investigate it thoroughly. 

Thus, the Damascene house is an architectural fulfillment that 
goes well with the Islamic architectural art in appearance and design. It 
reflects the social and climatic needs and takes full consideration of the 
Islamic "Shari'a" legalization principles. It also fully utilizes the 
available materials resources in Damascus "Ghouta" and its 
neighbouring mountains. Moreover, it is rich in the various professional 
arts and skills, thus, reflecting the achievements of successive 
generations. 

The Damascene house is a pride of the Islamic architecture which 
has developed through ages of cultural and religious nourishment. 
Thus, it attained the peak of originality, splendid innovation and 
functional distribution of its elements during the Ottoman Era, as has 
been testified by experts. The arts of Islamic architecture has left its 
vivid impressions on many international arts in the East and West. 

Non of these who really appreciate marvelous artistic work can 
ever ignore the splendid achievements in houses and other mansions 
which were executed during the Glorious Ottoman Era, especially in its 
last three centuries, where deep impressions on the ornamented 
appearance and urban planning is recognized. It clearly expressed 
originality in architectural arts that are still prominent and noticeable. 

In that golden Era of Damascus history, the Damascene house 
attained top development. The houses which have been discussed dat 
back to the interval between the Seventeenth to the Nineteenth century. 
They are the accumulation of centuries of experiences and cultures of 
Muslims in the East and West in planning and in the selection of 
suitable elements, and in finding solutions while searching for the ideal 
house that meets both the physical and spiritual needs, and go well with 
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Al- Hamra palace

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9. Types of Islamic City Houses : 



The most important observation, which appears from comparing 
Damascene houses with other Islamic houses, is the similarity in design 
and architectural elements. Especially in the existence of central 
courtyard full of flower plants, trees and water pools which provide 
privacy of the family, happy atmosphere as well as peace and rest. 

This similarity assures that the religious factor is the outstanding 
influential basis of the Islamic house design in Damascus, Cairo and 
other Islamic cities. 

It has been observed for example, that house design of Deir Al- 
Qamar village in Lebanon during Ottoman period, was similar to house 
design of other Islamic cities despite the differences of the climatic and 
geographical conditions, (see page 175). 

A selection of houses from different Islamic cities which were 
sited as examples has confirmed this aspect. This is illustrated as 
follows : 

1. Aleppo - Syria : Balleet house - Baseel house. 

2. Hama - Syria : Al-Azm palace. 

3. Horns - Syria : Naqrour house. 

4. Dier Al-Qamar - Lebanon : Baz house - Boustani house - Honein

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added to the wooden surface in 1923 A.D. 
9. THE BATH : 

This bath consists of three parts : outer, middle and inner; they are 
connected to each other by narrow passages which prevent the direct 
effect of air draughts on men who take bath:- 

In the outer part there are shelled, wooden chests which were used 
to keep clothes in, and a bureau with a shelled mirror and a cupboard 
made from lemon wood. 

The middle part is ornamented by a stone niche and a waterspout 
which falls to a marble pool of small fountains. The temperature of this 
part is moderate which enables the man having left the internal part to 
rest and shave. 

The inter part is supplied by cold and hot water taps which pour in 
marble basins. It is the place which is used for taking a bath. 



This hall includes Al-Mahmal; the canopy of pilgrimage. It 
consists of wooden frame laid on a camel. This frame is covered with 
an oily fabric. The fabric is embossed with designs of plant branches, 
calligraphic texts from the Holy Quran and the Noble Messenger's tra- 
ditions, implorations and the date of its making as follows : 

("it is made by costume workshop in Istanbul in 1330 A.H. 
1911 A.D."). On the right of Al-Mahmal stands the prince of 
pilgrimage, wearing his black official suit, the suit is embroidered with 
golden threads. On the left of Al-Mahmal there is the flag of pilgrimage 
(Sanjag) made by golden strings on a red purple surface and it is 
decorated with texts from the Holy Quran and the names of Prophet 
Mohammad's Companions in circular frames. 

6. THE PASHA'S HALL : 

This hall stand in the upper storey above the hall of arms, and 
through the windows, the dome of eagle and the minarets of the Great 
Omayyad Mosque can be seen. This hall is furnished with carpets. It is 
shown inside a collection of rare shelled and colorful furniture made in 
Damascus. 

7. THE GREAT HALL : 

This hall is the largest hall in the palace and it is enriched with 
marble floors and walls; it was the hall of the pasha, the hall in which 
he received his special visitors. This hall is raised about two meters 
above the level of the courtyard which is connected with this hall by 
two corresponding stone stair cases. 

The facade of this hall is decorated by Ablaq, and above the door 
of this hall, there is the marble foundation plate which praises the 
owner of this palace As 'ad Pasha Al-Azm and dates the building to 
(1749 A.D 1163 A.H). 

The door of this hall is surrounded by marble plates decorated on 
a shape of wide leaves and inlaid by pieces of colorful shells. 

The inside walls are decorated with marble. 

8. THE HALL OF LEATHER HANDICRAFT : 

The wooden surface and its heavy decoration, which is similar to 
Rococo style in Europe, tell that this hall is not original in this palace. 
Actually this hall was renovated, and some ornamental elements were 



A brief architectural description of some halls is mentioned below: 

1. READERS AND WRITERS HALL : 

This hall consists of two rooms, the external room whose walls 
and ceiling are ornamented by a wooden layer with plant and 
geometrical decorations and several lines of poetry belonging to Ajami 
art. The internal room has a vaulted ceiling, its wall and ceilings are 
without any decorations. 

2. THE RECEPTION HALL : 

This hall, which has wooden walls and ceiling decorations is 
supplied by oriental furniture. The floor of this hall is carpeted. In the 
chest of this room, there are a council, a mirror and two wooden 
corners on each side. On these corners there are some glass vases and 
vessels. In addition, there are some wooden shelves on the wall. 

In the middle of this hall there is a brassy inlaid hearth, used for 
heating. The wooden furniture of this hall is made of walnut wood in 
the middle of this century, and it is embellished by shells. 

3. THE BRIDE HALL : 

Architecturally it is one of the most beautiful halls in the palace. It 
is richly and elaborately decorated with stone (Ablaq and niches), 
marble (Moshaqqaf) and wooden walls; The wood-covered ceiling has 
coordinated colors and designs. 

4. THE MOTHER IN-LAW HALL : 

This hall is ornamented by wooden walls and ceiling surface 
which is decorated by Ajami too. This hall is distinguished by its 
decorative calligraphy on the upper parts of its walls. These were 
written to glorify and praise the governor As 'ad Pasha Al-Azm. 

Within this hall there is a calligraphic line dating the building of 
this Palace which says : This house whose date came to glory was built 
by As'ad Pasha Al-Azm in 1163 A.H. 

5. THE PILGRIMAGE HALL : 

Damascus had traditions accompanying the declaration of "Shami" 
pilgrimage caravan and the preparations made to head it. The caravan 
went across desert from Damascus to Makkah Al-Mukarramah and 
Madina Al-Munawwara (Islamic Holy Places). It stopped at several 
stations for rest and supplies (water, food .. etc). 
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Its richness of decorations are on the walls and ceilings of its halls 
and facade which overlooks the courtyard. 

The decoration of the external facade of its entrance consists only 
of stone lines, and each line is carved wavy and spiral surrounding the 
upper part of the facade. There are some stone stars above the curved 
gate lintel which is decorated and surrounded by carved frames of 
decorations. 

The edges of the gate are inlaid by pieces of colored shells. 

A widespread decoration in Damascene houses is named "Ablaq" 
which covers many parts of this palace especially the upper parts; the 
internal facades, walls of halls, iwans and arches. The "Ablaq" is a 
way of decoration-making of stone, which depends on carving the 
stone, which we intend to decorate, then it is filled with special kinds 
of colored paste, forming plants branches, flowers and various 
geometrical forms. 

The upper windows are ornamented by colored glass with inlaid 
designs and decorations, and they are decorated by stone frames. 

All the doors in the palace were made of wood with various kinds 
of geometrical patterns. The doors are decorated in their upper portion 
with little pieces of colored shells. 

Mosaic marble floors (Moshaqqaf) can be found in various parts 
of this Palace, in the courtyards, especially on the grounds besides the 
Iwans and the colonnaded portico, on the steps of halls, internal walls 
of the great hall and ponds; this decoration forms geometrical patterns 
in multi-color marble plates. 

The ceramic decoration is found only in the water fall design on 
the wall in the middle section of the great hall. Stalactites were used for 
ornamentation in the corners inside the halls, some upper parts above 
windows form inside, niches and dead corners in the ceilings of some 
halls of the Palace. 

Most of the walls and ceilings of halls are covered with colored 
and painted wooden boards. This method of decoration is known as 
(Ajami). "Ajami", was used to ornament the wooden boards of walls 
and ceilings by plant and geometrical patterns with Arabic calligraphy 
lines of the Holy Quran, poems and memorable quotations of wisdom. 



A Brief Data About Haralmek (family section) : 

This section has three doors leading to the main entrance, and a 
narrow passage supplied by a turn which connects this section with 
Salamlek (visitors section). 

Its has two Iwans; the northern is colonnaded to form a portico 
supplied by trees, marble ponds; and the southern has a high arch. Of 
course both Iwans are designed for seating. 

The rooms below were used for purposes of daily life such as 
reception, rest, dining ... etc. But, the upper ones were used as 
bedrooms. 

Bride hall and the great hall which are the most beautiful and the 
largest halls of the family section were used for reception. 

SALAMLEK- VISITORS SECTION : 

This section occupies the south western part of the palace. It is 
connected with the main entrance through a wide passage, and it is 
connected with Haramlek by a narrow passage. Also it had a sub-outer 
door in its southern wall westward the iwan of Salamlek. 

It consists of a courtyard and rectangular pond in the middle. Extra 
water goes to lower pools in family section by underground courses in 
which water runs according to the principle of levels variation. In 
addition, it consists of two halls which stand northwards of the 
courtyard on both sides of the passage which leads to this section, and 
two other halls form the southern side of the palace. These two halls 
are separated by a high iwan. 

We believe, according to architectural ruins including a wall 
chimney of an oven, that there was a kitchen attached to this section in 
the south western side. 

DECORATIONS OF THE AZM PALACE : 

The internal facade of the Azm Palace which overlooks the 
courtyard, and the external facade are made of colored stones, which 
are organized in sequence rows and range between white, yellowish 
and reddish colors. These stones are separated by black stone rows . 

The building of this palace is characterized by its simple external 
appearance, similar to the familiar style in most Damascene houses, 
which were built during the same period. 




ruins and old houses. It was reported that he enlisted the most famous 
masters of buildings, carpentry, painting etc., who worked hard to build 
this palace. 

It is said that Asa'd Pasha ordered to cut about one thousand trees 
in addition to what were send to him from the nobles of Damascus to 
build the Palace. Also he brought the pavements and other materials 
such as columns and pools from the most old houses of the city. 

SECTIONS OF AZM PALACE : 

The traditional Damascene houses like the Azm Palace which 
were built during the Ottoman rule, have three sections which held the 
same Turkish Arabic names : 

1. Haramlek : The family section including large courtyard. 

2. Salamlek : Visitors section including medium courtyard. 

3. Khadamlek : Service section including small courtyard. 

THE PALACE ENTRANCE : 

The palace entrance consists of a large gate, in the middle of 
which there is a small door. This door is named in Arabic "Khaokha". 
The gate opens to a wide passage which has a vaulted ceiling. This 
passage forks to two directions. The wider passage leads to the right to 
Salamlek, (visitor section), and the narrow one on the left leads to 
Haramlek (family section) which includes the Khadamlek (service 
section). 

HARAMLEK (FAMILY SECTION) : 

This section was restricted to the family of the Pasha, the 
governor. It is the biggest section and it occupies two thirds of the total 
area of the palace. The Haramlek is located in the northern part of the 
palace. This section is characterized by its impressive buildings which 
are rich in decorations. Some of them on both sides of Iwan consist of 
two floors: and it is also distinguished by its courtyard which is 
crowded with high scent plants; seasonal or evergreen trees like cirtus 
trees including citron, orange and lemon; in addition to the high cypress 
trees; the plants and the trees provide shade and fill the air with its 
perfume. This section is also rich for its pools, marble ponds and 
fascinating water falls. 

Therefore, their artistic achievements are still a thrill for any one 
who loves the history and originality of heritage.

We took Assad Pasha Al-Azem palace (No. 29) as an ideal and 
perfect Damascene house example during glorious Ottoman period, 
where a short description of its most important parts will be 
mentioned below : 

As'ad Pasha Al-Azm Palace : 

The name of Azm palace belongs to the Ottoman governor of 
Damascus As'ad Pasha Al-Azm who built this palace in 1163 A.H. = 
1749 A.D. to be his residence. 

This palace stands in "Bzouria" market, one of the main trade 
markets in Damascus, between Omayyad mosque in the north and the 
straight street (Street of Midhat Pasha at present) in the south. It 
stands on an area of 5500 ml. 

It consists of many separate blocks including : 

• 16 great halls. 

• 19 rooms in ground floor. 

• 9 rooms in upper floor. 

• 3 "Iwans". 

• "Riwaq". 

• Basement 

• Bath. 

• Praying wing. 

• Stable. 

• Carriage parking. 

And it has many courtyards including four large water pools. 

The site of the palace was popular for centuries; therefore, the 
north parts of this palace and the residential area next to it, Al- 
Hamrawi quarter, and the Old Goldsmith Market, which recently 
separate the palace from the Great Omayad mosque, represented in the 
Roman period the southern part of the old sacred temple of Jupiter. 
Also the Green Palace, which was built by the first Omayyad Caliph 
Muawia Bin Abi Sufian (died 60 A.H. 680 A.D.) stood at the same 
site of the Azm Palace or at the surrounding area. During the 
Mamlouk period "Tinquez" the prince of Damascus built the golden 
palace in the same site. 

THE BUILDING MATERIALS OF THE AZM PALACE : 

Old manuscripts which accompanied the building of the Azm 
Palace reveal that Asa'd Pasha ordered to collect the construction 
materials from different parts of Damascus wherever it was available

Some of these houses were built inside Old Damascus, and the 
others were built outside. 

Damascene houses are of five types : 

1. Multi-courtyard house.

3. Multi-storey and single courtyard house. 

4. Single storey and courtyard house.

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7. Construction of Damascene House : 

- House walls were built by one of the three methods : 

1. Mud or burnt bricks. 

2. Wood-trunks structure. 

3. Masonry. 

- Roof construction was as follows :- 

1. Wooden girders depending on two walls. 

2. Wooden plates covering these girders (Tabaq). 

3. 20-30cm compressed humidified sand layer over "tabaq". 

4. A sticky viscous mud layer over dried sand layer. 

In general, ground floor walls were built with stones (60 to 
100cm) and upper floor walls were wooden structures filled with bricks 
(40 to 60 cm), and were coated by gypsum plastering.

7. "Arabesque" : A studied intersection and overlapping of plant 
& geometrical ornaments. 

8. "Mo'ashaq" : 

Covering colored glass windows with gypsum plant or geometrical 
patterns. 

21. Furniture : 

Damascene houses' furniture differs from one house to the other 
according its wealth. 

Firstly, furniture was only composed of carpets, pillows and 
mattresses. But in later ages, wooden furniture covered most house 
rooms, usually carved with plant and geometrical ornaments.

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18. KANOON : 



It's the cooking stove used in the kitchen, and it has a chimney for 
smoke. 

19. MODYAF : 

It's wooden circular rotating service shelves cupboard, with a 
diameter of 60cm approximately. It is used for guest service between 
"Salamlek" and "Haramlek" providing family veil. 

20. ORNAMENTS : 

Divided into three main types : 

1. Plant ornaments. 

2. Geometrical Ornaments. 

3. Calligraphy Ornaments. 

Materials used in ornaments are : 

1 . Different types and colors of stone, marble & wood. 

2. Glass. 

3. Porcelain. 

Main methods used in ornaments : 

1. "Khait" : continuos geometrical patterns stripes carved in 
wood, marble and stone to form fine plates. 

2. "Moshaqqaf ' : Continuous geometrical patterns formed with 
colored marble pieces. 

3. "Ajami" (Persian) : A jutting-out kind of ornaments on 
colored & painted wood. 

4. Mosaic tiles : Small colored pieces of stone, marble, ceramic, 
glass, porcelain or glazed tiny tiles joined to each other to form an 
artistic flooring or wall plates. 

5. "Ablaq" : Different colored stone rows forming house facades. 
Or a special type of ornaments found in door and windows lintels and 
in arches, by carving the stone and filling the gaps with colored paste. 

6. "Moqarnasat" (Stalactites) : A special Islamic ornament 
element made of wood, marble, stone or gypsum. It consists of 
numerous small niches near and above each other forming a fantastic 
honey-comb-like structure.

13. BIRKAH (WATER POOL) : 



There are two main types : 

A. Central large main courtyard water pool on the same axis of 
Iwan, built from burnt bricks and covered with colored marble tiles or 
stones. Pool diameter is between 3 to 6 m, its depth is between 50 to 
60 cm. Pools may be circular, elliptical, polygonal or with wavy sides. 
Water is poured through a carved stone cup or thru a carved copper 
lion-form found in pool center or sides. 

B. Central small water pool in "Ataba" a part of "Qa'a". It's 
diameter is approximately lm. Its facing is like the other pools. 

14. COLUMN : 

Consists of base, stem and crown. Its cross-section may be 
circular, squarish, rectangular, elliptical, semicircular and other forms. 

During the Ottoman period the stem was smooth, and the column 
crown was ornamented with geometrical shapes. 

15. ARCH : 

Used numerously in different architectural house elements like 
"Iwan", "Qa'a", doors, windows, galleries and others. 

The main used types are : 

1. Circular Arch. 

2. Semicircular Arch. 

3. Elliptical Arch. 

4. Horseshoe Arch. 

5. Segmental Arch. 

6. Pointed Arch. 

16. STAIRCASE : 

Designed to connect different house levels. Stairs may be apparent 
or enclosed, made from wood or stone. Stair balusters are metallic or 
wooden. 

17. STOVE ; 

Built with bricks and covered with ornamented marble tiles. 
Usually it has a conic top.

6. CEILING : 



All Damascene houses ceilings are executed from secondary 
wooden girders supported by main wooden girders and covered with 
wood panels. Usually, these wood panels are colored & painted to form 
an exquisite plate like a Persian carpet (Ajami). 

This "Ajami" wooden covering, meets the walls by an ornamented 
wooden cornice, and the corners by special decorative wooden 
pendicle called "Saraweel". 

7. YUK : 

Special deep built-in cupboard, carved into Qa'a's walls to put 
mattresses, blankets and pillows inside. And have ornamented double 
wooden leafs. 

8. KOTIBYA : 

Less deep built-in cupboards, made in Qa'a & Iwan's walls to put 
glassware and rarity articles. Its width is between 80 to 90cms, and 
with or without ornamented double glass leafs. 

9. MAKTABAH : two main types : 

a. Two sides opened cupboards : 

1. One side with glass leafs, the other with wooden leafs. 

2. Two-sides with glass leafs. 

b. Built-in cupboards with glass leafs. 

10. MISHKAT : 

Small wall niche found in walls around courtyard, "Iwan" and 
other "Qa'as". Used to put light candles inside. 

11. MEHRAB : 

A large curved wall niche directed to Qibla (Makkah) Usually. 

12. SALSABIL : 

Built-in rectangular niche with an inclined colored marble plate, 
where water is poured and passed thru this plate to pour in a marble 
basin. Usually it is made in the middle of Qa'a wall.

4. FACADES : 



A. North facade : Iwan with double- storey height, and two 
side halls. 

B. South facade : Winter main halls (Qa'a). 

C. East and West Facades : Secondary halls (Qa'a) and service 
part. And sometimes there is a gallery. 

In general, all ground floor facades are covered with white & 
black volcanic stone rows or with white, black and rose stone rows 
"Ablaq"; including colored stone lintels forming the shape of arches. 
Windows are protected with metallic balusters. But the upper floor 
facades are coated with gypsum plastering; including wide glass 
windows. Finally, there is the roof metallic balusters upon a decorative 
wooden lace. 

5. FLOORING : 

Damascene houses flooring reached a highly advanced 
architectural rank, as appeared clearly in different house spaces as 
follows : 

a. Courtyard : 

Paved with multi-colored stones forming different beautiful 
geometrical patterns. And the floor closed to "Iwan" paved with multi- 
colored ornamented marble tiles. 

b. Water Pools (Birkah) : 

It is made of different colors and kinds of stones, the floor around 
it is paved with ornamented colored marble tiles. 

c. Iwan : 

Paved with a beautifully colored marble tiles forming geometrical 
patterns. 

d. Qa'a : 

Paved with nice plant or geometrical patterns formed by multi- 
colored marble tiles.

2. WINDOW : 



A. Outer Windows : 

Because of inside disclosing design of Damascene house, outer 
windows were rare and small, simple and covered with different types 
and forms of wooden balusters. Some outer windows have internal 
"Ajami" wooden leafs, and have external glass leafs covered with a 
metallic net. 

B. Inside Windows : 

Large and high wooden glass windows, in order to allow sun-rays 
to pass and to provide rooms with good ventilation. Ground floor 
windows are double leaf with internal "Ajami" wooden leafs and outer 
glass leafs covered with metallic net. Upper windows are either double 
leaf glass or sashed windows. 

C. Basement Windows : 

Small, narrow and simple windows. Sometimes inclined in order 
to allow maximum light & ventilation. 

D. "Qamariya" Windows (small upper windows) : 

Small circular, semi-circular or elliptical windows. Sometimes 
they are closed with glass. Usually made above door and windows 
tops. 

Another kind of windows called "Mirmaya", which is a small 
window covered with a wooden screen, made above the main door, to 
allow the house lady to see who knocked the door, and to pass money 
to sellers. 

3. "MASHRABIYA" (wooden screen) : 

A cantilevered window depending on stone or wood girders, 
covered with transverse wooden balusters. 

It has five main functions : 

1 . Sun-rays control. 

2. Air-flow control. 

3. Decreasing air temperature. 

4. Increasing air humidity. 

5. Providing privacy.

1. DOOR : 

A. Main Door : 

Usually made of olive wood, or of another wood type, coated with 
copper or metallic plates. It consist from one or two leafs, and there 
may be a small wooden door (khaokha door) as a part of the large main 
door. The usual door width is 80-90 cm with a simple door latch, but in 
castles and the wealthy houses the doors are wider, ornamented and 
have a carved bronze, copper or silver door latch. 

Door frames differ according to wealth. Usually, it is from white 
or black volcanic stones forming an arch on top, ornamented and 
carved. 

B. Internal Doors : 

All made from wood. Ground floor doors are sometimes 
ornamented or painted. Upper floor doors are simple.

6. The Bathroom : 



Rarely found in Damascene houses, because of numerous 
common and popular baths built to cover all parts of "Old Damascus". But it 
is found in castles and rich houses like "Azm" palace, "K. Azm" house 
and "Anbar" house. 

7. The Toilets : 

Usually built under stair or in hidden and invisible parts. It's built 
from stones to provide sound deadeness. It's directed opposite to 
"Qibla" side (southern direction w.r.t. Damascus). The water source is 
always to the right-side of the person using the toilet. 

8. The Bedrooms : 

- In summer season, the rooms & halls in the ground floor are used 
as bedrooms. 

- In winter season, the upper rooms with wide glass windows are 
used as bedrooms, in order to let sun-rays to pass through. These upper 
rooms are mostly directed to the south-side, "Qibla". 

9. The Flat roof : 

It is the top roof of the house, usually fenced by metallic 
balustrades. Sometimes there is a wooden room with a glass facade 
called "Tayyara". Also a part of the roof is fenced with high walls, in 
order to provide privacy family, called "Mashraqa".

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2. Colored ornamented stone or marble flooring. 

3. Central colored ornamented stone or marble pool. 

4. Lower walls part, colored painted niches, or black & white 
stone rows with niches, or built-in colored ornamented wooden 
cupboards. 

5. Higher walls part, Gypsum coat plastering. 

6. "Ajami" colored and painted wooden ceiling. 

7. Same ceiling height of "tozor", or higher forming clerestory 
windows for light & ventilation. 

B. "The Tozor" (split level) : 

1. Higher than "Ataba" by a colored ornamented marble step 
between 30 and 50 cm. 

2. Transfer from "Ataba" to all "Tozors" by high arches with 
ornamented carved capitals. 

3. Lower windows with outside double glass leafs protected by 
metallic net, & inside double wooden leafs. 

4. Higher windows with double glass leafs for light and 
ventilation. 

5. Lower wall parts, colored painted wooden built-in cupboards 
(Ajami) used for books, glassware, mattresses, blankets & pillows. 
Also niches for lighting candles (Mishkat), and a water pouring 
marbled wall plate (salsabil). 

6. Higher wall parts, coated by gypsum plastering. 

7. Colored and painted wooden ceiling (Ajami) same or lower 
than "Ataba" ceiling level. 

5. The Kitchen : 

It is usually designed in the ground floor, and sometimes in the 
basement. 

It consists of three main elements : 

1. Cooking stove : built from burnt-bricks, and with a chimney. 

2. Water pool : for supplying water for cooking, washing & 
cleaning. 

3. Store : Place for food preservation in the basement under the 
kitchen, or in mezzanine, or in a room close to the kitchen.

In general the "Iwan" has the following properties : 

a) Squarish plan. 

b) Multi-storey height. 

c) North-side direction. 

d) Area from 17 to 30 sq.m. 

e) Main facade with a high arch with ornamented capitals. 

f) Same or higher floor level than courtyard. 

g) With a right and left halls with glass windows. 

h) Stone or marble ornamented flooring. 

i) Black and white stone wall rows for the lower wall part, 
j) Gypsum coat plastering for upper wall part. 

k) "Ajami" colored and painted wooden ceiling. 

1) Built-in south-wall cupboards with an intermediate "Salsabil" 

(water pouring marbled wall plate), 

m) On the axis of the main water pool. 

4. Qa'a (Hall) : 

The third important part of the house is designed for guest 
reception, living and for special occasions. 

It may be on the south-side of the courtyard in order to avoid sun- 
rays in summer. It may also be on the north side of the courtyard in 
order to allow sun-rays to pass in winter. 

The "Qa'a" is of five types : 

a) A hall without any split level. 

b) "Ataba" (first entering part of qa'a) with a nice small central 
ornamented and colored marble pool, and a split level called 
"Tozor" (height bet. 30-50 cm). 

c) "Ataba" with double split levels. 

d) "Ataba" with multi split levels. 

e) "Ataba" with split levels and secret back room or exit. 

In general the "Qa'a" has the following properties : 

A. "Ataba" : 



1. Same floor level of courtyard or higher by a double stair.

1. Entry : Consists of : 

a) Main wooden door having a nice metallic or copper door-latch, 
sometimes the entrance is through a small minor door as a part of the 
main door called "khaokha". 

b) An inclined or right-angled corridor leading to the courtyard, or 
in some examples there is a small entrance hall leading to courtyard. Its 
level is less than street-level to allow water piping to flow easily. 

2. Courtyard : 

This is the first main part of the house. It is the family paradise in 
Summer and Winter. Some houses have a central courtyard and some 
have three courtyards : the first for "Salamlek", the second for 
"Haramlek" and the third for "Khadamlek". The courtyard area and 
ornaments differ from one house to the other due to wealth of the 
family. 

The courtyard has five main functions : 

a) The Religious function : It helps the family to be far away from 
officious eyes and ears. It provides the family with privacy and 
seclusion. 

b) The Spiritual function : It allows the family to be in a secured, 
safe , calm and restful atmosphere, where calm contemplation, 
recitation of the Holy Qur'an and prayer may be conducted quite 
peacefully. 

c) The Social function : It is the ideal place for day and night 
family meetings, and a good place for social events like marriage 
ceremonies and consolation. 

d) The Hygienic function : It allows airflow, light and sunheat to 
pass through all around halls & rooms. It provides the house with good 
ventilation and healthy atmosphere. 

e) The Environmental function : The existence of plants, trees and 
water pools in the courtyard provide the house with a moderate climate. 

3. Iwan : 

The second main part of the house. It is the open-space living area 
in summer because it faces the north side away from direct sun-rays.

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5. Design Elements of Damascene 
House 

I. GENERAL DESTGN ELEMENTS : 

1. Salamlek : (Guest Suite) : 

The first main part of the house is specially designed for guests. It 
consists of several halls (Qa'a) around a medium courtyard with a 
beautiful pool and plantations. 

2. Haramlek : (Living Suite) : 

The largest part of the house is specially designed for family 
living. It consist of "Iwan" (Open living space) facing a main "Qa'a" 
(hall) and several rooms or halls all around a wide courtyard with a 
large beautiful pool and several kinds of flower plants and trees. 

3. Khadamlek : (Service Suite) : 

The last & smallest part of the house is specially designed for 
kitchen, bath, toilet, store, servants' rooms; all around a small courtyard 
with a small pool. Usually it has a separate back entry connected to the 
stable. 

These above mentioned suites are usually found in rich family 
houses, but in other houses the following floors will be found : 

1. Salamlek the ground floor. 

2. Haramlek the upper floor. 

3. Khadamlek the basement. 

II. THE INTERNAL DESIGN ELEMENTS : 

The most important elements are as follows : 

1. Entry. 5. Bathroom. 

2. Courtyard. 7. Toilet. 

3. Iwan (open living space). 8. Bedrooms. 

4. Qa'a (hall). 9. Flat roof. 

5. Kithchen.

IV. THE ECONOMIC FACTOR : 



All Damascene houses have similar outside facades. But the 
economic factor has a direct effect inside the houses as in the following 
considerations : 

1. House and courtyard quantity and area. 

2. Rooms quantity and area. 

3. Stone quality used. 

4. Ornaments quality & quantity used. 

5. Floor, walls & ceiling finishing quality used. 

So houses differed due to their owner's richness as follows : 

1. A house with two, three or four courtyards including all 
architectural elements like "Azm" castle, "K. Azm", "Sibai"' 
& "Nizam" houses. 

2. A house with a single courtyard including all architectural 
elements like merchants & professional houses. 

3. A house with small courtyard & rooms like workers & poor 
people houses.

7. The Ornaments : 

The ornaments in all Damascene houses were designed to conform 
with the principles of Islamic teachings "Shari'a", which prohibited 
living creatures, imaging or statues carving in compliance with the 
Noble Prophet's tradition : 

{ On the Day of Judgement, the severest chastisement, in Presence 
of Allah, shall be inflicted to those who imitate Allah's creation. } 

- Reported by Muslim in the Book of Garment and Ornament. 

For that reason, the Damascene professionals presented plant, 
geometrical and calligraphic ornaments in fascinating designs on 
courtyard facades, doors, windows, ceilings and walls of halls. 

8. The Floor Levels : 

Different floor levels appeared clearly in "Iwan" and Qa'a (hall) in 
order to avoid ground humidity; and to obtain a clean space, where its 
high-level is prevented to be stepped on by shoes, complying with the 
Noble Prophet's tradition : 

{ Cleanliness leads to faith } . 

- Reported through Ibn Mas'ud by Tabarani. 

Finally, if we return to the high principles of Islamic teachings and 
Legislation "Shari'a", we shall find that the Merciful and 
Compassionate Allah has ordered men to preserve ladies, like precious 
pearls, by providing for them comfortable, suitable and peaceful 
houses including all house instruments and requirements, and by 
providing privacy and beauty in it. 



m. THE GEOGRAPHIC FACTOR : 

Due to Damascus site in the middle of "Ghota" which is a wide 
plain, and because of stone quarries are rather far away, Damascene 
builders used bricks & wood in house construction. 

But castles and large houses used stones brought from the nearest 
mountains like "Mezze", "Berze" & "Mane'e" mountains, where you 
can find white, rose & black volcanic stones.

4. Separation Between the Living and the Guest Suites : 

Separation in different house suites was done in all Damascene 
houses providing privacy for ladies, which comes in conformity with 
this verse of the Holy Quran : 

( ... and not to reveal their adornment save to their own hus- 
bands... ) 

An-Nur, 31 

5. Direction towards "Qiblah" (Holy Qa'ba in Makkah) : 

This direction provides the house with two advantages : 

a. Hygienic advantage; where sun-rays pass deeply into the rooms 
in winter. This was in conformity with this verse of the Holy Quran : 

( And thou might have seen the sun when it rose declining to the 
right from their cave, and when it set, turning away from them to the 
left, while they lay in the open space in the midst of the cave. Such are 
among the signs of Allah.. ). 

Al-Kahf, 17 

b. The Religious advantage : This direction gives easiness for the 
prayer in any part of the house, which comes in conformity with the 
following Holy verse : 

( make your dwellings directed towards Qiblah, and establish 
regular prayers... ). 

Younos, 87 

6. The Mishkat : (The lighting niche) : 

How wonderful is the indication of the following verse of the Holy 
Quran : 

( Allah is the Light of the heavens and the earth. The parable of 
His Light is as if there were a Niche, and within it a Lamp, the lamp 
enclosed in Glass; the Glass as it were a brilliant star... ). 

An-Nur, 35 

It is the contemplation of this Holy verse which led the Muslim 
architect to design these nice wall niches (Mishkat) in all the main 
rooms and the courtyard to illuminate all corners of the Muslim's house, 
just as his heart is illuminated by Divine Light.

These and similar verses ordered ladies to bear the responsibility 
of bringing up the children and to take care of the family within the 
house. 

This advanced understanding lead the Muslim architect to close 
the house on the outside and to disclose it to the inside minor paradise 
with all fantastic and beautiful trees, water pools and ornaments; 
isolating the family from the noise and pollution of the outside 
atmosphere. 

2. The Entrance : 

The main door of the house was designed, not to be opened 
directly to the courtyard or its rooms, but to be opened to an inclined or 
right-angled corridor providing privacy of the family. 

This entrance design was done in conformity with this Holy verse: 
( O you who believe ! Enter not houses other than your own, until 
you have asked permission and slaluted those in them.) 

An-Nur, 27 

Also, the Muslim architect designed a small minor door within the 
main door in order to provide privacy for the family by obliging the 
entering persons to bow, and direct their vision downwards. 

3. The Windows : 

In this same context let us consider the following verse of the Holy 
Quran : 

( Say to the believing men, that they should lower their gaze and 
guard their modesty. That will make for greater purity and more 
elevated morality for them; and Allah is well acquainted with all they 
do.) (And say to the believing women, that they should lower their 
gaze and guard their modesty, that should not display their beauty and 
ornament). 

An-Nur, 30-31 

These noble teachings have led the Muslim architect to retrain 
from opening any windows to outside. But in the late degradation 
period of Muslims, people began to open windows covered with 
wooden lattice screen.

3. Walls : 



Closed white-painted thick walls made from stone, wood & bricks 
helped to form a perfect isolation from outside climatic effects. 

4. Roofs : 

Using wood & sun-dried bricks as roof construction materials 
isolated the house from direct sun-light and heat, and from coldness 
also. 

5. Facades : 

Making cantilevers in some upper facial parts formed shades, an< 
worked as sun-blinds. 

6. Windows : 

• Rare outside windows made in latest Islamic ages but sma! 
and covered by wooden screens (Mashrabiya), prevented sun-rays an 
heat from increasing room temperature and provided privacy fc 
residents, especially the ladies. 

• Many and wide transparent glass inner windows facin 
courtyard allowed sun-rays to warm rooms in winter. 



TT TTTF RFI JftlOUS FACTOR : 

The most important factor which gives the Damascene house i 
main design and architectural details, are as follows : 

1. Inside Disclosing : 

The main role of ladies in Islamic society is inside the nous 
where they bring up the young uprising generation to be the core oi 
good nation with high moralities and integrated Islamic personality. 

The Muslim architect did his best to provide ladies with comfo 
calmness and peace inside the house according to what the Holy Qur 
has indicated in the following verse : 

( It is Allah who made your habitations homes of rest and qu 
for you ... )

4. Influencing Factors on Design of 
Damascene Houses : 



I. THE CLIMATIC FACTOR : 

Damascus is approximately 800m above sea level. It has a 
Mediterranean climate with hot-dry summer and cold-rainy winter. 
During summer, the average temperature is 35°C; and during winter it 
is 7°C. The yearly average of rainfall is 220mm, between October and 
March. 

Because of the above climatic reasons the Damascene builder did 
his best to prevent and isolate his house from these outside effects 
through the following procedures : 

1. Urban planning : 

a) Using the compact solution of housing in order to have a wide 
shading area. 

b) Roofing and narrowing the passages in order to protect pedes- 
trians from sun heat. 

c) Bending & inclining the passages in order to protect from dusty 
winds. 

2. Courtyard : 

a) Shading - Rooms being around all sides of the central courtyard 
where shade passes from side to side forming an airflow that decreases 
air temperature. 

b) Flooring - Different types and colors of stones used in flooring 
courtyard made different sun-ray reflection and variation in 
temperatures forming an airflow. 

c) Pool - Continuous evaporation of pool water humidifies the 
atmosphere and decreases air temperature. 

d) Green Areas - Different types & sizes of plants and trees 
planted in the courtyard increased shades, humidity, airflow and 
purification. 
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3. Urban Planning of Old Damascus 



Old Damascus has an oval shape, its long diameter is about 
1600m (Medhat Pasha street), and its short diameter is about 1000m 
beginning from Paradise Gate (Faradis) to Small Gate (Saghir), 
composing on area of 1.6 sq.km approximately. 

We can conclude the most important landmarks of Old 
Damascus as follows :- 



1. Mosques 8. Private Mosques (nooks) 

2. Rampart & Gates 9. Hospitals (Pimarestans) 

3. Citadels 10. Baths 

4. Inns (Khan) 1 1 . Public drinking place (Sabil) 

5. Markets 12. Tombs 

6. Schools 13.Quarters (Harah), Houses & Castles 

7. Takaya (school + Residence) 

Old Damascus planning depends upon closed quarters "harat". 

These (harat) fulfil ideal residential circumstances. They provide 
comfort, rest, a feeling of safety and independency for residents of 
each quarter alone. 

This urban planning was very clear during Ottoman period, 
specially in "Hamraoui" and "Naqqashat" quarters.

2. Introduction 



In his speech at the convention on "Habitation in Islamic City", 
Dr. Prof. Saleh Lamei highlighted the Islamic character of architectural 
design of the residence with an internal courtyard (Sahn); he went to 
say: 

"We all know that Islam has laid down the rules and regulations 
for all aspects and systems of life,, and has defined the individual's 
relationship with society. Consequently, this aspect has influenced the 
Muslim's way of living and has helped to shape the atmosphere where 
he lives. 

It has been observed that the most important basis of Islamic 
architectural design is the intimate linkage of its elements with the 
interior, i.e., the opening of these elements towards the internal space 
or the courtyard. This fact has shaped the numerous plans of 
architectural styles in both religious and civil mansions, especially the 
various kinds of residence. 

In fact, most people have nearly forgotten that the Holy Quran and 
the Noble Prophet's Sunnah are the real sources of legislation, 
inspiration, and intellectual production. Islam has defined for Muslims, 
their way of life, their behaviour and social relationships. This has, no 
doubt, influenced their residence design and its architectural elements, 
which in turn has defined the inter-relationship among these elements 
and the way they are distributed. 

The Muslim architect developed the internal courtyard into a 
scented garden where flowing water gushed out; what is still more 
important is the separation between the reception wing and the 
residence wing which is in turn inspired by the Quranic teachings 
regarding male and female relationship as in the following Holy Verse: 

" and to reveal their adornment save to their own husbands" 

An-Nur, 3 

Therefore, it can be clearly stated that this type of architecture 
really expresses the Islamic personality as derived and defined by the 
principles and bases of Islamic legislation "Shari'a". 

Present day architecture, however, is not Islamic in origin. It is 
neither linked to Islamic thought nor influenced by Islamic teachings. 
Rather, it is derived from the Western thought. This trend has started 
ever since the onset of the 19th century when the Muslim architect 
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University, has observed what these "Shami" houses contain in terms 
of architectural styles, artistic ornamentations, and manual professional 
works. This has provoked his desire to collect, study and analyze these 
marvelous mansions. Thus, he has produced this study to complement 
what has already been published in this respect, and to awaken the 
awareness not only among the students of architecture, but also among 
the residents of this great city of Damascus. The aim is to preserve 
these residences so that due principles and rules may be derived from 
them to be incorporated into a new architectural expressive language to 
suit our contemporary age and to assert the Arabic personality as well 
as to safeguard us from blindly following the western civilization. 

Arabic heritage should always remain a source of inspiration that 
is continually rejuvenated, to get along with the march of advancement 
and construction and to carry the good tidings of a future that is much 
more developed and suited to man in our Arab World. 

And in Allah alone is our Welfare.
